Whichever hypothesis be correct, 
the fact, if sugh it be, ia must interésting. 
4s it has reached us from two. or_three 
different sources, there appears to be a good 
deyree Of credibility . attaching to the 
rumour, Still, we must not be in too great 
haate in accepting it.

. TRANSIT DUES. 

“Mercator,” writing to the North Chiria 
Daily News on the subject of ‘Transit 
Dues,” says :-— 

‘The Chamber of Commerce having decided 
to prepare a statemont of affairs that require 
to be redregsed when the treaty is revised, 
I venture to draw attention to a short road 
towards remedying one of the greatest evils 
from which ‘foreign commerce is suffering, 
viz., the excessive and extra taxation levied 
on foreigr. merchandise, after: it has paid 
the duty at the Customs according to tariff. 

A great deal has been said and written 
about the transit dues, as settled by treaty, 
The merchants maintain that when the 
equivalent of half the tariff duty is paid on 
merchandize oyer and above the. import 
duty, and a certificate is granted, no further 
taxation can be rightfully levied in any 
part of the Chinede Empire, The Chinese, 
whatever their views on the question were 
‘in 1860 when the Tientsin. treaty was 
ratified, at present maintain that the pay- 
ment of the equivalent offhalf the tariff duty 
over and above the import duty, only fraes 
the merchandise on its journey from the 
port to a specified place, and that when the 
tnerchandise reaches that specified place it 
may be taxed again ad libitum. 

It is evident that an arrangement which 
admits of such saison interpretations 
cannot be considered satisfactory, and the 
‘sooner it is replaced by an indisputable 
covenant the better for both Chinese and 
foreigners, for such differences (involviag 
grievances and their indemnification) as 
have: occurred with reference to the extra 
taxation of goods, may lead to something 
more serious than remonstrances, when the 
opportunity arrives for settling accounts 
between Forsign powers and China. 

It. is ussless arguing on the 28th article 
of the Treaty of Tientsin, and Rule 7 
appended to the ;treaty, so long as the 
litigants take auch decided views of their 
own rights on the subject. ; 

An attempt has. been made by foreign 
merchants to strengthen their view of the 
case, by appealing to Lord Higin’s explana- 
tions of the Tientsin Treaty. The adyo- 
catea of the Chinese Government, per 
contra, confidently assert that Lord Elgin 
held a very different view of the matter 
from that which the merchants suppose his. 
Lordship took. ‘ : 

The practical way to avoid all future 
trouble about transit dues, and to atrengthen 
the merchants’ view of the case, would be 
to claim from the Chinese Government 
what Lord Elgin obtained from the 
Japanese Government, in the treaty of 26th 
August, 1858, or exactly two months after 
the Tientsin Treaty was slened, and which 
was embodied in the XIV article of the 


' Japanese Treaty :. ‘‘All goods ‘imported 


into Japan by British subjects, and which 
have paid the duty fixed by thins treaty, 
may be transported -by the Japanese into 
any part of the Empize, without the pay- 
ment of suy tax, excise, or transit duty 
whatever.” . This article is the best com- 
ment on what Lord Elgin thought about 
inland taxation being placed beyond dis- 
cussion, and commends itself by its 
completeness and simplic'ty for adoption 
by ‘the Chamber of Commerce, in their 
proposala for the revision of the Treaty 
of Tientsin. 1 take the liberty, there- 
fore, to suggest it for their consideration.

ever until they approached Soochow, where 
they mot a native Ohe-fu with his train of 
boats.

EXPLORATIONS IN NEW GUINEA. 

Captain Moresby, by his successful voyage 
round south-east and northern New Guinea, 
bas been fortunate enough to narrow still 
farther this already. limited area, of undisco- 
vered country, and has most satisfactorily 
sontinued and completed the: explorations 
made by the French, the Dutch, and our- 
selves in the neighbourhood of Papus since 
Dampier’s exploits in 1609. . The main “re- 
sults of his cruises have previously been 
made public; but, at e time when all go- 
nuine information concerning this region is 
so. eagerly looked for, a detailed account of 
an expedition which examined and jaid down 


upon the chart 300.milos,of unknown islands’ 


finding many snialler islands and new har- 
‘bours, entirely altering dur ideas of the con- 
figuration of the eastern extremity of Papua, 
and pointing outa new route for steamers 
between Australia and China, must necessa- 
rily be of great interest. . The volume before 
us contains, in fact, the record of four sepa- 
rate voyages, and one-third of the book is 
taken up swith an account of portions of Po- 
lynesia which have been segnendy: vised 
and more satisfactorily described by others. 


This space might have been better employed’ 


in giving fuller observations on’ the natural 
history and geology of New Guinéa, about 
whioh littl is said-in a connected way. 
Captain Moresby wes happily able to resoue 
eight of the orew of the dA foted brig Maria, 
which, badly found, badly manned, leaky, an 
without a proper master, had started from 
with a ship’s company of seventy-five, 
told, to “colonize” New Guinea, Such 
is the recklessness of the South Seas, and in 
this instance it waa réwarded by.a frightful 
shipwreck on the Bramble Reef. ‘The Basi- 
lisk seems to have been well received at all 
the islands which were visited, even at Malli- 
colo and Sante Cruz; but Captain Moresby 
came nevertheless to the same conclusion 
with Bishop Patteson—that the labour traf- 
fio, under due restriction, wotld: be a vyalu- 
able agent in bringing about the civilization 
of the savage inhabitants, who are at any 
rate invariably improved by a temporary 
removal from their own'homes. On two 
cocasions Captain Moresby himself had a 
narrow escape, At Espiritu Santo a native 
was on the point of clubbing him when one 
of the officers happily saw what was about 
to happen,-and the savage desisted when. he 
noticed that he was observed. Again, at 
Mallicolo, a devil-priest seized old upon 
the captain and exorcised him with a ven- 
geance, whirling him round some fetish 
symbols in the bush until he became quite 
giddy (p. 103). It was lucky nothing went 
‘wrong with the enchantment, for the natives 
of this island have earned the character of 
being the most treacherous and bloodthirsty 
in Polynesia. On the whole there is little 
noteworthy in the.description of these Poly- 
nesian, travels, and it is only when-on the 
30th of January, 1872, the Basilisk set oyt 
for New Guinea that the interest of the book 
begins. : ‘ 
This first visit to New Guinea was chiefly 


occupied in exploring the coast in the neigh-” 


bourhood of Yule Island—of which we have 
heard so inuch lately from De Albertis and 
the missionaries—and thence to Redscar 
Bay and Hood Point, which lie farther to 
the east. The only discovery of importance 
was a good bec, which was -christened 
Port Moresby. the ‘natives along this 
south-east coast belong to what is now called 
the “red” race of Papua, being akin to the 
Malays and ‘differing altogether from the 
black Papuan negroes further to the west. 
Their villages ere raised on poles to a height 
of fifteen or twenty feet from the ground. 
Sleeping huts of this kind are common-in 
Polynesia, where they are used to avoid the 
mosquitoes; but here all the houses seem to 
be built in this wey. These natives, though 
possessed -of spears and clubs, are ignorant 
of bows and arrows, and were most friendly 
to the Basiliak's crew. In one large’ village 


Jat the entrance of Port Moresby the inha- 


bitants, to the number of about 800, were a 
well-fed, contented people, tolerably versed 
in agriculture, skilled in fishing and making 
pottery, and possessed of. very neatly fashion. 
ed stone axes and adzes. There was not 
even a shadow of a dispute with them from 
first to last, After inutile efforts to explore 
two rivers, which were-named respectively 
the Usborne and the Edith, the Basiliek re- 
turned to Australia, . ' 
With the second trip to New. Guinea the 
really important part of Captain Moresby’s 
explorations commenced, After touching at 
the small island of Teste, at the end of the 
great Louisiade Reef, where there were un- 
mistakable traces among the natives of 
devil-worship and cannibalism, the Bretlish 
headed for what was supposed to be the 
southecast extremity of Papua, This led ta 
the discovery of three oonsidorable islands, 
ee werd. named Moxesby, Basilisk, an 
ayter, 
Moscaby went. through the form of t 
eae of the country. in the name o: 
ect Britain, . Thence, after examining the 
straits which separate these islands from the 
mainland of Papua and from one another, 
the Basilisk was oarefully worked. through 
the network of xeofs and,shoals which Ii 
between: them and East Cope. This Cape, 
which is a. huge-promontory: jutting out to 
the southeast, is the real ‘extremity of 
Papua in this direction, and, together with 
the-threa islands spoken of, forms an enor= 
‘mous fork, to which Captain Moresby gave 
the name ‘of Milne Bay, :.A glance at-the 
chart which is appended to the work shows 
the wide differonca which exists between the 
real configuration of thie art of the coast 
and that which had before been supposed to 
be the correct: delineation, On his third 
and lest cruise Captain Morosby fortunately 
obtained o steam pinnace at Sydney, and 
was enabled to ewrvey and lay down the 
whole of: this portion of New Cee ries 
rately.

mode of salutation which waspicked upon Teste 
Island tp. 186) seems to have contributed to - 
the harmony of their -intertourse, and twice 
the natives sacrificed one of their lean wolfish- 
looking dogs when they seemed specially 
anxious to bringjabouta cordial understandi 
with the new-oomers. Tho dog was killed by 
beating’ out his brains on some hard substance, 
and this operation being ‘ unexpectedli 
erformed for the first time on the forea 
i the Basilisk, produced an effect wpon the © 
crew, as may be easily imagined, for other . 
than that which was intended. Ali these 
tribes were of similar nppesrande to those met. - 
with in the neighbourhood of Redscar. Bay, 
but Captain Moresby unfortunately tells us 
nothing about the leagunge which they spoke,:. 
They were ever ready'to barter, ang ly 
exchanged their fruits, vegetables, anid other s 
commodities for hoop-iron,’ to which’ they’ ~~ 
took an especial fancy. Though ‘apparently 
eaceful, some of the tribes wore human 
ones as ornaments, and others had | war 
canoes capable of carrying a ‘considerable 
yumber-of fighting men. Tho D’Entrecas- 
tenux islanders were skilled agrioulturists, 
for there were found large catlesattoa well 
fonced in with bemboos, and producing many 
kindsof vegetablea, similar tothose which have 
since been observed by other explorers on New 
Guinea itself, Everywherein New Guinea the 
soil is described as being exceedingly fertile, 
and the poet foliage as sin, ularly luxuri« 
ant, some of the trees beingof gigantic neigh 
The density of the population met with on 
both these voyages was one of the most ree 
markable. features. of the exploration, . 
Villages of considerable size syere_seen not 
only along ‘the coust but nestling far away 
among the hills, and it is clear that this port 
of New Guinea at least offers little unoccupied 
land to the adventurous settler, The orew 
of the Bastiish came across scarcely any wild 
animals, though birds were plentiful. Orice 
only they found the traces of some large 
graminivorous animal, which they took to ba 
arhinoceros, but could ‘see no’ of the 
creature itself. The megapode with its large 
earth nests was common, and the bird, be 
very good: eating, was frequently shot. 
After leaving D’Entrecasteaux Islanda and 
coasting along the northern shores of Papua 
the landscape rapidly changed, and in placa
